TURNED OVER TO ARMY OFFICERS. 


The Indian Agencies Temporarily in Charge 
of the War Department. 

Wasninetox, D. C., Jan. 6.—[Special.]— 
President Harrison has decided to accede to 
Gen. Miles’ suggestion that military officers 
be appointed to take charge temporarily of 
the five Indian agencies near the scenes of 
the present hostilities. The subject came up 
before the Cabinet at its meeting today and 
was thoroughly discussed, with the final re- 
sult as stated. It is understood that Secretary 
Nobie was induced to withdraw his opposi- 
tion to Gen. Miles’ proposal before the end of 
the Cabinet conference, though the influence 
of the Interior Department has been arrayed 
hitherto against all military interference with 
the Indian Bureau, 

Acting under instructions from the Presi- 
dent Secretary Proctor this afternoon senta 
dispatch to Gen. Miles informing him of the 
decision and naming Capt. E. P. Ewers of the 
Fifth Infantry, Capt. F. E. Pierce of the First 
Infantry, Capt. Cyrus A. Ernest of the Eighth 
Infantry, and Capt. J. M. Lee of the Ninth In- 
fantry as the officers to be placed in charge 
of four of the agencies under consideration. 
For the fifth place Gen. Miles was instructed 
in the same dispatch to select some officer in- 
stead of Capt. Dougherty, originally selected 
by the General, because both Dougherty and 
Pierce belong to the First Regiment, and it 
was thought best to have the several ap- 
pointments made from different régiments. 

The agencies affected by this change 2 
Standing Rock, Pine Ridge, Rosebud, — 
enne, and Lower Brule Agencies, all of which 
are in the Dakotas. The action of the Presi- 
dent and Cabinet in this matter is favorably 
received in army and War Department cir- 
cles, and is considered as significant of a de- 
termination on the part of the Administration 
to uphold Gen. Miles and to codperate with 
him cordially in the present campaign, so that 
the responsibility for its failure, if there is any 
failure, will rest entirely on his shoulders. 

The changes at the agencies which have 
deen recommended and ordered are not in- 
tended to be permanent. The old agents 
have not been removed, but their authority 
has been merely transferred to military offi- 
cers during the continuance of hostilities, as 
the authority of civil officers is often trans- 
ferred in time of war, with the sole object of 
promoting thereby the best interests of all 
concerned, and conducting to the more speedy 
restoration of peaceful conditions. As illus- 
trating this idea it may be added that the in- 
structions telegraphed to Gen. Miles by Secre- 
tary Proctor contained, among other things, 
the statement that the newly-appointed mili- 
tary officers were not to interfere unneces- 
sarily with the functions of tne regular agents. 

The Commissioner of Indian Affairs has re- 
ceived the following telegram dated Pine 
Ridge: 

Chief-Herder Hugh has returned to the agency 
with 300 cattle. We have no information as to 
whether there are any more scattered over the 
range. Hugh says he thinks the hostiles burned 
the ranch after he left. | 

It is stated at the Indian Bureau that these 
200 head are all that have been recovered from 
the original herd of about 3,500 head driven 
off by the hostiles. 


Looking for Pork, Not Winchesters. 

Deviu’s LAKE, N. D., Jan. 6.—No apprehension 
whatever exists here of the Indians at Fort Tot- 
ten breaking out. Numbers of them are in this 
city daily selling hay and wood. They are in poor 
circumstances and are not looking for Winches- 
ters or ammunition. What they want is pork and 
flour. They are getting less than half their usual 
rations, and the next issue, Feb. 1, will exhaust 
the supplies, after which they will be without 
food or clothing until a new appropriation is

"TRIAL OF A*PENNSYLVANIA PREACHER 


Sensational Charges Against a Clergyman 
of Monongahela City.

contrary friendly and dictated by desire to se- 
cure them future peace and prosperity, to obtain 
their surrender without further conflict. 

Gen. Milestelegraphed Gen. Schofield under 
date of Jan. 3 as follows: 

The directions of the President and yourself is 
just the action I had anticipated and taken. 
Nearly all of the Sixth and Ninth Cavalry and 
Seventh and Seventeenth Infantry, with 100 In- 
dian scouts, are practically on three sides of them 
along Beaver, White River, and Porcupine, with 
Gen. Brooke in command; this may hold them in 
check. I am in close communication with them, 
and have informed them the only safe road is 
toward the agency, and about half are anxious to 
come in. The others are making desperate 
efforts to keep all at war. I consider 
it very important that the five officers that I rec- 
ommended be placed in charge of the tive agen- 
cies. Please inform me if this is approved or dis- 
approved. Ihave a very great amount of in- 
formation concerning the conspiracy. It in-

Gen. Schofield received a telegram from 
Gen. Miles at Pine Ridge dated Jan. 5, as 
follows: 

In accordance with your telegram and the Pres- 
ident’s order I have detailed a board of officers 
consisting of Col. Carr, Sixth Cavalry; Maj. Kent, 
Fourth Infantry: and Capt. Baldwin, Fifth In- 
fantry, to investigate that affair at Wounded 
Knee. Is this in conformity with the President’s 


directions and does he direct that it constitute a 


court of inquiry with power to take testimony 
under oath? Col. Forsythe’s command consisted 
of twenty-six officers and 453 men. Eighty-two In- 
dians and sixty women and children were buried 
on or near the ground. I have relieved Col. For- 
syt ue from his command. 

Gen. Schofield telegraphed to Gen. Miles 
the 6th as tollows: 

In reply to your telegram of yesterday I am di- 
rected by the Secretary of War to inform you that 
it was not the intention of the President to ap- 
point a Court of Inquiry, nor to order at this 
time, in the midst of the campaign, any further 
inquiry than you could yourself make without 
the necessity of a court, the purpose being simply 
to determine whether any officer had been so far 
derelict in duty as to make it necessary to relieve 
him from command, such result to follow upon 
the inquiry which you were expected to cause to 
be made. You were expected yourself first to in- 
quire into the facts, and in the event of its being 
disclosed that there had been unsoldierly conduct 
to relieve the Pesponsible officer. The directions 
of the President were suggested by your telegram 
of the Ist inst. to me. 

Persons very close to him assert that Secre- 
tary Noble will vigorously oppose the adop- 
tion of Gen. Miles’ plan to have army officers 
act as agents, upon the ground that it Inevit- 
ably would result in undoing all or nearly all 
of the good that has been done imrecent years 
toward the material advancement of the In- 
dian tribes in the Northwest. The Secretary 
will stoutly maintain this position. 


WHAT THEY KNOW OF FORSYTHE,

A total of 171 companies were organized or 
added to their capital liabilities. In all there 
were 111 companies classed as miscellaneous, 
with a capital of $145,000,000, sixteen railway 
companies with $123,000,000, eleven i- 
cultural companies with $40,000,000, and eight 
navigation companies with $28,000,000, 
the remaining capital being distributed 
among mills, insurance offices, and 
factories for sugar and coffee. This 
enormous expension was recognized as 
so fraught with danger that Oct. 13 a decree 
was passed declaring that no limited liability 
company should be regarded as definitely con- 
stituted till its entire capital had been sub- 
scribed and 30 per cent paid in. A subsequent 
decree required stockholders in Rio de Ja- 
neiro to deposit about $16,000 with the Treas- 
ury, and to register with the Chamber of Com- 
merce a declaration that they possessed $39,- 
000 with which to guarantee their operations, 
the said capital to be in coin or Federal State 
bonds, and not to be employed in speculation. 
It is no wonder that with the check thus given 
to wild kiteflying the Government should 
find itself short of ready money, but much 
better this than to have allowed the dis- 
ease to rage till it had killed the patient. 


Tus farmers of Minnesota at their St. Paul 
convention last week adopted the following 
resolution with enthusiastic unanimity: 

We demand that the war tariff, which has too 
long survived the object of its creation, shall be 
radically revised. giving very material reductions 
in the necessaries of life and placing raw ma- 
terial on the free list, to the end that we may com- 
pete with the world for a market, and that such 
luxuries as whisky and tobacco shall in no meas- 
ure be relieved from internal taxation till the 
high protective tariff has been wholly rid of its 
extortions, and we especially denounce the Mc- 
Kinley bill as the crowning infamy of protection. 


Two-thirds and perhaps three-fourths of the 
Minnesota farmers who passed this resolution 
are Republicans. How then is that State to 
be recovered to the Republican party in 1892 
if standing by the McKinley bill is to be made 
the party test? Exactly the same feeling of 
hostility to the bill exists in both the Dakotas, 
Nebraska, and Kansas, and it is widespread 
and deep in Iowa, Wisconsin, Illinois, Michi- 
gan, and Indiana. What show of hope then 
can the mad Republican leaders have of elect- 
ing any one in 1892 on the issue of defending 
that wretched mill-boss bill, composed of 
selfish individual interests which are insisted 
upon af the sacrifice of public interests? And 
yet on every hand the mad leaders and advo- 
cates of McKinleyism are howling: ‘* Read 
every one out of the party who favors the 
principle embodied .in the platform of the 
Minnesota farmers.“ The imbecile who edits 
the Iowa State Register is reading out the 
farmers of that State because they hold to the 
Minnesota doctrine. Indiana is full of farm- 
ers who entertain this view, and the ma- 
chine, headed by the Indianapolis 
Journal, is reading them out also, 
The machine flunkies in several adjacent 
States are engaged in the same idiotic busi- 
ness. By the time they have succeeded in 
their work the Republican party will be in 
the plight of a cheese that has been the home 
of rats. The workmen in the mills are al- 
ready out. When the farmers all are.read out 
it will be a nice party of mill bosses and ma- 
chine flunkies! If this madness continues it 
will be swept into its grave in 1892. Then 
why not repeal the evil thing and save the 
party while the Republicans have control of 
the House? 


MR. BLAINE’S MASTERLY STATEMENT. 

The continuation of the correspodence be- 
tween Secretary Blaine and Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, transmitted to Congress Monday last, 
clearly states the issue between the United 
States and Great Britain in the Behring Sea 
controversy. The American demand is pre- 
sented tersely and emphatically and upon its 
merits the Secretary of State invites arbitra- 
tion. It has been the contentionof the Demo- 
cratic papers, and it has been echoed by the 
mugwump papers and all other enemies of 
Mr. Blaine, that he is a marplot, with no other 
object in view than to prevent a peaceable so- 
lution of the question and to drag the country 
inté war for partisan purposes. Thecorrespond- 
ence shows that the accusation is both base 
and false. 

Mr. Blaine demonstrates clearly that when 
the treaty of 1823 was negotiated by Mr. Adams 
and the Russian Minister it was understood 
by both of them, and by England and all the 
| mapmakers and geographers as well, that the 
Sea of Kamtchatka, now known as Behring, 
was no more a part of the Pacific Ocean than 
the Gulf of Mexico, the Mediterranean Sea, or 
Hudson Bay is part of the Atlantic; that 
the great horn which stretches from latitude 
60° on the American coast, terminating in the 
Aleutian Islands, was the northern boundary 
of the Pacific; and that the water to the north 
was Kamtchatka or Behring Sea. Mr. Blaine 
proves that such was the understanding. To 
substantiate his proofs he offers in evidence 
105 maps of a period prior to 1825, upon 
every one of which Behring Sea, as 
the Sea of Kamtchatia, is defined 
with accuracy. He further offers in evidence 
the fact that all treaties of that period define 
the Pacific Ocean as the water below 60° lati- 
tude, and strengthens this point by offering a 
memorandum furnished Mr. Adams by the 
Russian Government, outlining its property 
rights in Northwestern waters, which memoran- 
dum was in consonance with the English.po- 
sition, and sustains Mr. Blaine’s construction 
of the proprietary right transferred by Rus- 
sia to the United States in 1867. This is the 
extent of Mr. Blaine’s contention. He makes 
no assumption that Behring Sea is a mare 
clausum. He concedes the rights of naviga- 
tion just as Russia did. From this point of 
view, as substantially stated above, he sub- 
mits the case as the United States 1s willing to 
arbitrate it in the following form:

These six sections cover all the issues in- 
volved as this Government conceives them. 
No arbitration is demanded on the question of 
the mire clausum or of exclusive navigation. 
All that is demanded are the rights which En- 
giand conceded to Russia when it exercised 
sovereighty over those waters, which the latter 
conveyed to the United States with England’s 
consent, and which England recognized until 
the Canadian Tories set up the claim three or 
four years ago that their poachers had the 
right to go into our waters and kill off the 
seals. England professes its willingness to 
arbitrate, but Lord Salisbury only wants to 
arbitrate a question of damages caused by 
American interference with the Canadian 
poachers. Such an arbitration would not set- 
tle anything. Itis of no use to submit a ques- 
tion to arbitration unless every point in dis- 
pute is covered. Mr. Blaine submits the 
causes in dispute and the defining of future 
relations. There is nothing else which this 
Government can arbitrate. Any other arbi- 
tration would be absurd and inconsequential. 
The manner in which Mr. Blaine has set forth 
the issues which his Government is desirous to 
arbitrate gives the lie to the accusations so 
freely made by his Democratic and mugwump 
enemies. There is no belligerence in his tone. 
He states his case as calmly and deliberately 
as if he were arguing it before the Supreme 
Court, and he invites arbitration frankly and 
cordially. His statement of the case is one of 
the ablest and most masterly papers which 
ever have issued from the State Department. 


ABOLISHING OR AMENDING THE CONSTI- 
TUTION. 

„When asked for his views on a new con- 
stitutional convention Mr. Taubeneck (one 
of the F. M. B. A. members of the General 
Assembly) replied that he thought the present 
Constitution needed some changing, especial- 
ly in the part relating to the making of tax 
assessments, says a Springfield dispatch, 
“but he believed that such changes could be 
made by amendment without the labor and 
cost of a convention. Mr. Taubeneck is right, 


and his declaration against a new constitu- 


tional convention is sensible, and probably 
expresses the views of 90 per cent of the voters 
of the State, who have given the subject any 
serious thought, outside of the Chicago tax- 
eaters. The people as a whole are well satis- 
fied with the existing Constitution. It has 
prevented innumerable abuses and has saved 
them tens of millions of debt and taxes. If 
changes are desirable in certain features of it 
they can be obtained more readily and cer- 
tainly by amendment than by going to the 
expense and trouble of a new convention, It 


is true, of course, that there. is a provision of, 


the Constitution now which provides against 
submitting more than one amendment to a 
vote of the people at the same time. It is the 
last sentence of Sec. 2 of Art. 14, relating to 
revision and amendment of the Constitution, 
and reads as follows: 


But the General Assembly shall have no power 
to propose amendments to more than one article 
of this Constitution at the same session, nor to 
the same article oftener than once in four years. 


If an amendment be submitted by this Leg- 
islature to the voters at the next general elec- 
tion in 1892 striking out the above clause then 
the remainder of the section will afford ample 
authority for submitting as many separate 
amendments tothe people at general elec- 
tions once intwo yearsas the General As- 
sembly sees fit. Orin lieu of the sentence to 
be eliminated the amendment might name the 
maximum number of amendments that any 
future General Assembly should submit. By 
either the Constitution could be made as 
flexible as the popular wishes would desire. 
This change can be made at the next general 
election. Thereafter such amendments as 
may be necessary can be added with the con- 
sent of the peopie. That will be a shorter 
road to desirable reform than the calling of a 
new convention. Even if “two-thirds of the 
members of each House of the General As- 


sembly ’’ should submit the question of call- 
ing a new convention to a vote of the peo- 


ple, that vote could not be had till 
November, 1892. Then the General As- 
sembly would have to make arrange- 
ments for the convention, the members of 
which must be elected by the people in the 
same manner, at the same places, and in the 
same districts as members of the General As- 
sembly. That would probably carry the elec- 
tion of members of the convention over to the 
fall of 1894, The convention would not be 
able to frame its organic law till some time 
in the fall of the following year. And then 
the proposed new Constitution as framed 
would have to be submitted to a popular vote, 
and it might be rejected after all the bother, 
annoyance, expense, and public turmoil of 
getting it before the people. The proposition 
for a new convention is entirely unnecessary 
and should be dropped. If the Chicago Tam- 
manyite tax-devourers understood the diffi- 
culties and delays attendant on such a scheme 
they would not be so enthusiastic for abolish- 
ing the present exvellent Constitution. 


FIAT JUGGLING WITH WORDS. 

Gen. Post of the Peoria district is reported 
as coming to the relief of the fiat doctors with 
a scheme which he thinks ought to be gen- 
erally acceptable. He wants to have issued 
United States notes which shall be a legal 
tender for all debts public and private, except 
where otherwise expressly stipulated by law 
or contract, but the said notes shall not be 
promises to pay on the part of the Govern- 
ment. He wants them to be simply promises 
to receive, and that it shall be so declared on 
the face, which shall declare substantially 
that the note will be received and paid out at 
all Government offices and depositaries for all 
payments which are not by law required to be 
in coin.“ 

It will be observed that this scheme strikes 
out the vital feature of a greenback— namely: 
the promise to pay. It does not include even 
a promise of redemption, but simply means 
that the statement on each bill shall be other 
words for the phrase This is a dollar“ in- 
stead of giving a pledge to pay one or more 
if the holder should wish at any time to ex- 
change it for coin. Should the bill become a 
law it would nominally confer on the Govern- 
ment an ability to do that which is practically 
impossible. No power on earth is capable of 
creating something out of nothing, or the near 
approach thereto which is presented by a 
small piece of blank paper. Unless that paper 
bore on it the results of a large accumulation 
of labor, and was universally recognized as 
such, it could never be depended upon to 
maintain any designated exchangeable value. 

The bill declares that the proposed prom- 
ises to receive“ shall be legal tender for all 
debts, public and private. Has Congress the 
power to pass such a measure? Can it force 
creditors to accept such receive paper in 
satisfaction of their claims against others? 
Congress has no moral right to make such an 
enactment, and there is grave room to doubt 
that its legal right to do so would be admitted 
by the Supreme Court of the United States. 
That court of last resort would have to 

abandon its previous rulings’ if it pro- 
nounced such faced notes as real legal tender 


| that coyld be thrust upon creditors in pay 
ment of peony exiting deb all of which 
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call for eoin or old greenbacks convertible 
‘into coin at the pleasure of the holder. It was 
only after a hard struggle that the Supreme 
Court decided to be constitutional the 
old greenbacks promising to pay coin to 
the bearer. The objection was that Congress 
might default on the redemption, and their eon- 
stitutionality was only conceded about the 
time Congress provided $100,000,000 in gold 
and resumed specie, payments. The mere 
promise to pay without actual provision made 
for doing so was not sufficient. Yet Post pro- 
poses to give not even a promise to pay, but 
only a declaration that certain pieces of paper 
are so many dollars each. There is not one 
chance in a hundred that the Supreme 
Court would recognize such things as legal 
tender for the payment of existing debts. 
An insuperable obstacle would be found 
in the fact that the defective char- 
acter of the Post notes, having fio re- 
demption into coin or its equivalent, would 
involve a violation of all existing contracts, 
and the bill says except where otherwise ex- 
pressly stipulated by law or contract.“ Con- 
sequently the notes issued under the Post law, 
if his bill should ever become one, could in 
any case only apply to indebtedness contract- 
ed in the future, and then only when the 
creditor party neglected to contract himself 


out of the responsibility of accepting these 


fiat notes in payment of the debt. As the 
probability is there would be scarcely one of 
this class of contracts to a thousand made on 
the coin basis the measure would utterly fail 
in providing for the currency wants of the 
people even if the Supreme Court should up- 
hold the power of Congress to make such 
receive“ flat paper legal tender between 
private citizens—which is so highly impreba- 
ble that it may almost be dismissed from the 
calculation. The chances are that the at- 


| tempt to force the Post bill through Congress 


would only make its advocates ridiculous, and 
they would become all the greater laughing 
stock in proportion to the length to which 
they were allowed to go without being 
brought to a full stop. 


FORTIFY OUR LAKE AND OCEAN COASTS. 

We print elsewhere the substance of an ar- 
ticle in the November Journal of the Military 
Service Institution setting forth our utter de- 
fenselessness in case of a war with Canada 
and the immense advantage which the English 
would have all along the line of the great 
lakes. The facts, as stated in this article, 
emphasize the criminal carelessness and 
dereliction of auty shown by Congress 
in not making provision to prevent British 
gunboats from passing certain points 
on the St. Lawrence; for instance, those on 
the river where the south bank is American. 
Forts with high power guns and the strongest 
dynamite missiles should be erected at the 
most commanding points. The Thousand 
Islands offer peculiar defensive advantages 
where the channel is narrow, and there dre 
numerous places below them where batteries 
or torpedoes could be planted which easily 
would destroy any British gunboats attempt- 
ing to pass up or silence any Canadian forts 
ou the opposite side. 

Why does not Congress provide these de- 
fenses? Are the Western members asleep or 
inert or indifferent to the danger of the ex- 
posed sections? No gunboats ever should be 
allowed to pass into Lake Ontario or Lake 
Erie. Below Detroit there is an old fort which 
also should be provided with the most power- 
fulof modern guns and dynamite-throwers 
and no time should be lost in doing it. 80 
long as the Jingo Tories are in power in Great 
Britain and in Canada peaceful relations be- 
tween the United States and England will be 
far from certain. Their insolent demands 
may precipitate war upon us at any time. 
But give us a few powerful forts, one or two in 
St. Lawrence County, New York, and another 
in Michigan, below Detroit, and our lana forees 
would make short work of the Canadian 
militia, 300.000 on paper, commanded by a 
trained British officer. 

The same necessity of coast defense applies 
to all our ports of the Atlantic and Pacific. 
Before the 4th of March this Congress 
should appropriate at least $20,000,000 for cen- 
structing and mounting high power guns and 
for the provision of dynamite projectiles and 
torpedoes, besides nickel-steel shields for gun 
protection. The work should be pushed with 
the utmost speeds The National safety re- 
quires it. We are liable at any time to dis- 
grace, humiliation, and danger. We cannpt 
afford to continue longer in such a condition 
of jeopardy or to maintain peace only by the 
sufferance of English and Canadian Tories. If 
Congress would meet the expectations of the 
people, let it stop the miserable farce of the 
force bill and its interminable wrangling over 
free silver coinage and do something to secure 
our coasts, ports, and commerce from the im- 
minent danger of assault and destruction this 
defenseless condition now invites. It is a Na- 
tional scandal and disgrace. Does any one in 
his senses suppose that Lord Salisbury, Pre- 
mier Macdonald, and the British press would 
talk in their present insolent style 
if our lake and ocean ports were 
properly defended? They would discuss the 
seal-poaching and American rights in Ameri- 
can waters very differently if New York, Bos- 
ton, Washington, and San Francisco were in 
a state of secure defense and the lakes were 
free trom the intrusion of their gunboats. In 
such case Great Britain would have every- 
thing to lose and could gain absolutely noth- 
ing in case of war. Its commerce Would be 
swept from the seas by our swift cruisers and 
Canada would be overrun and annexed. 
Knowing this, the Tories would not bluster, in- 
sult. and defy us, but would deport themselves 
civilly, and in the absence of any provocation 
to war there would be no danger of it. Why 
then does Congress persistently hold back 
from ordering the adequate defense of our 
ocean and lake ports? The matter of cost 1s 
insignificant as compared with the comse- 
quences which would follow if war were de- 
clared against usin our present unprepared 
state. Even if it cost $100,000,000 Congress 
should vote it at once, and then push on the 
work with all possible speed and vigor. There 
is nothing in our treaty with England to pre- 
vent the fortification of our lake frontier, 


SILVER IN FRANCE. 

The fiat cranks who are shouting for mare 
money make the unfounded claim that the 
present amount in circulation outside the 
Treasury is Jess than $10 per head, whereas 
the actual per capita is a little in excess of $24. 
They also assert as another argument in favor 
of their position that France, with only 60 per 
cent of the population of the United States, 
has a silver circulation equal to about 51, O0, 
000,000. But that much silver money is not in 
circulation in France, nora fifth part of it. 
More than half the silver money in that 
country belongs to peasants, who hide it 
away, tie it up m old rags, or put it 
in earthen pots and bury no small part 
of it in the ground. The money les 
“perdu” perhaps for a generation. It ig 
only called out when the owner dies or buys 
a piece of land, or pays the marriage portion 
(dot) for a daughter, or on some other 
extraordinary occasion, such as the necessity 
of paying the indemnity exacted by Germany 
after the war. That silver is not in circula- 
tion in any proper sense of the term. It is 
not loaned, not deposited in banks, nor in- 
vested in anything, but remains ab | 
undisturbed in its imactivity except as 
hoard is added to now and then by the si 


ings which ate ever a prominent object in the 
existence of the rural Frenchman. It is only 
on pressing family oceasions that the peasant 
acts singly in lessening the deposit, and only 
when the Government asks for a great loan 
that they act collectively in unearthing it. In 
the latter case they dig up their pots by the 
thousand and: empty the contents into the 
national treasury, taking rentes or French 
bonds in return. The interest paid on these 
is carefully packed away as before, accompa- 
nied by whatever may have been otherwise 
saved ad interim. At the present time this 
secretion must be enormous in amount, as 
there has been no general call on it since the 
payment of the German indemnity twenty 
years ago, except that a few of the ts 
subscribed to the De Lesseps isthmus canal 
scheme, and much of that has sunk out of 
French sight forever. 

The two cases cannot be truly compared in 
the way attempted by the fiat advocates. The 
$428,000,000 of silver coin and silver certifi- 
cates now circulating outside the Treasury of 
the United States corresponds to about $260,- 
000,000 in France at the samé rate per capita, 
and it is not probable that more than this 
amount is in active circulation in that country. 
Outside of that we have 4 vast currency of 
credit, amounting to some ten times the 
$1,500,000,000 of all the kinds of money in 
the hands of our people. The French have 
buta faintsubstitute forthis, their credits being 
limited to a few gatherings of population, but 
the comparative absence is due not to the 
abundance of silver but to the lack of the 
speculative spirit that enters into most kinds 
ot business here and is particularly active in 
many of the cities. The quick and safe trans- 
ference of credits may be defined as essential to 
speculation. It absolutely needs a cash basis, 
but would be hampered and hindered if it 
were required to make all payments in coin, 
as is substantially done by the French peas- 
antry. But that ability to make paper pass 
as the representative of coin has accommo- 
dated itself to the facilitation of “‘ legitima 
trade in this country, rendering it possible to 
get along with far less coin per capita than 
must be used by the people of other civilized 
countries. At the present moment the people 
of the United States have in their hands more 
than enough cash for all the requirements 
of mercantile business and fully as much gpec- 
ulation as is good for the community. When 
the latter becomes excessive it leads to a tech- 
porary contraction of credits; and an attempt 
to relieve the stringency of the situation by 
the issuance of more bank bills, especially if 
this should be done without an indisputable 
backing of coin value, would only intensify 

“the disease it was intended to cure. 


The Citizens’ Association Does Not Deserve

Conse- 
quently Tae Tarnung does not regard with 
much favor the appeal of the Citizeus Association 
for renewed public favor. We hope that none of 
the many members who have resigned from it will 
rejoin it. It is in the hands of men who know too 
much or know too little of public affairs. 
Some, like Ambler, know too much; others who 
are very estimable gentlemen in private life know 
too little. The association has outlived its use 
fulness. It has not the confidence of the public. 
It does not deserve support. Wehope to see it 
dead and buried and some better organization 
arising in its place. There is more to hope for to- 
day from the Union League Club than from the 
Citizens’ Association.

THEY WILL PLAN THE BUILDINGS. 


Men Who Have Been Elected to the Board 
of Architects, 

Last night the Committee on Grounds and 
Buildings took a long stride forward, and 
elected a Board of Architects to design the 
buildings for the World’s Columbian Expo- 
sition. Ten firms are chosen for the im- 
portant work, three being from New York, 
one from Boston, one from Kansas City, and 
five. from Chicago, as follows: 

From New York, George B. Post, R. M. Hunt, 
President of the American Society of Architects, 
and McKimm, Meade, and White. 

From ton, Peabody & Stearns. 

From Kansas City, Van Brunt & Co. 

From Chicago, nty Ives Cobb, Adler & 
Sullivan, Burling & Whitehouse, W. L. B. Jenney, 
and Beman. 

George B. Post of New York is one of the 
best-known architects in the country, and the 
New York Produce Exchange stands as one of 
the notable structures that have contributed 
to his faine. 

R. M. Hunt of New York has an extensive 


reputation in the East, where he has been iden- 


tified with the construction of many. fine 
structures. He built the New York Tribune 
Building and was the architect of the Lenox 
Library. The Vanderbilts have been partial 
to his skill in designing fine residences, and 
he is now putting up a $38,000,000 residence 
for George Vanderbilt at Asheville, N.C. He 
constructed W. K. Vanderbilt’s handsome 
New York residence and has under way for 
the same gentleman a $2,000,000 summer 
home at Newport. These are conspicuous 
examples of the work done by Mr. Hunt, 
though there are many other evidences of his 


skill. 

McKimm, Mead & White, the other New 
York firm, are the builders of the new Madi- 
son Square Gardens. They constructed also 
the Imperial Hotel and the Tiffany House, 
the latter being considered by some the finest 
hotel, architecturally, in the country. They 
are the builders too of the Boston Library, a 
$3,000,000 structure, and they have put up 
three or four great office buildings for the 
New York Life-Insurance company. 

Peabody & Stearns of Boston have con- 
structed the Harvard Gymnasium and are 
now working on the largest office building in 
Boston. They are also erecting two large of- 
fice buildi in St. Louis. They are the 
archi of the Union League Club-House 
of New York and Catherine Wolfe’s fine resi- 
dence at Newport. 

Van Brunt & Co. of Kansas City are intended 
to represent the West. They have planned a 
great many large office buildings and commer- 
cial houses in Kansas City. They have built 
also a large number of depots for the Central 
Pacific railroad. 

The Chicago architects do not lag behind 
their Eastern brethren. Henry Ives Cobb de- 
signed the Newberry Library Building. Adler 
& Sullivan point to the Auditorium as a land- 
mark on their road to fame. Burling & White- 
house designed the Cook County Court-House. 
S. S. Beman is the architect of the Wisconsin 
Central nger station at Harrison street 
and Fifth avenue. W. L. B. Jenney is the 
designer of the Home Insurance and other 
office buildings. 

The question of salary or remuneration is 
another thing which the committee has not 

et determined. The directors are inclined to 
lieve that the honor of being asked todo the 
work will carry with it a large share of tho 
recom pense. y do not think that the archi- 
tects will ask 5 per cent of the building cost as 
the fee for their seryices. Neither-do they 
favor paying a salary. The 14 — idea seems 
to be that the architects will depart from the 
usual rule in this work and ask merely a rea- 
sonable fee. 

Mr. Burnham could not tell yesterday when 
the architects will be called together. Their 
acceptance must first be secured, but as soon 
as that is accomplished there will be a meet- 
ing of the board here, and then some rapid 
work is expected. Itis probable that when 
the building season opens next spring there 
will be at least one or two buildi under 
way. However, contracts must first be let for 
materials, and the filling of the orders will be 
a work of several weeks if not months.

A PROMINENT PHILADELPHIA FIRM 
ASKS FOR MORE TIME, 


Meeting of Creditors Called Which May 
Obviate the Necessity of an Assignment 
Liabilities Estimated at a Quarter of a 
Million—The Stock Market Gets a Se- 
vere Drubbing, but Closes Higher than 
Ever—Decker, Howell & Co. Resume— 
Failures of the Day. 

Parapeirata, Pa., Jan. 6.—[Special.j— 
The old and well-known firm of George De B. 
Keim & Co., manufacturers of horse blankets, 
carriage robes, etc., and wholesale dealers in 
saddlery ware at Nos. 610 and 612 Market 
street, is temporarily embarrassed and has 
called a meeting of creditors to be held next 
Friday. The announcement caused consider- 
able surprise, but no assignment will be made 
until after the meeting Friday. The liabilities 
of the firm are supposed to be about $250,000, 
but they may be less, the firm having out- 
standing accounts of about $100,000 which it 
has been unable to collect on account of the 
monetary stringency. : 

It has $75,000 locked up in the recently

failed firm of Welsh & Lea, which suspended” 
recently owing about $100,000. It has other

Bears Pounded the Market Down a Peg, but 

. It Wouldn’t Stay There. 

Nuw York, Jan. 6.—[Special. ]|—The brokers 
who usually act for a prominent bear oper- 
ator continued this morning the selling move- 
ment begun in the late trade. Rock Island 
was the center of attack. Before noon it had 
yielded 2% per cent, making a decline of 3}¢ 
from the highest price of yesterday. At the 
same time Lackawanna was driven down 1 per 
cent, Kennett, Hopkins & Co. selling 3,000 
shares. 

Louisville and Nashville was sold heavily, 
but it yielded only a fraction, being freely 
bought by Moore & Schley, Work, Strong & 
Co., J. D. Probst & Co., and Floyd, Jones & 
Co. The bears had nothing to add to their 
arguments of yesterday. ey merely iter- 
ated that the silver question was up again in 
Congress and that the Omaha bridge trouble 
was an obstacle to the organization of the 
new Western Railway Association. 

London sold a few more stocks. Partly in 
consequence of this continued selling, but 
mainly becaue of a2 per cent money market in 
London, there was a further advance insterling 
bills. About noon the bears apparently be- 
came discouraged and began to buy back 
what they had sold. The rise was assisted by 
pronounced ease of money—4 per cent on call 
—the canceling of over $1,000,000 of clearing- 
house certificates here and a proportionately 
large amount in Boston, and more than all by 
President Cable of the Rock Island asserting 
that the Omaha bridge controversy was a 
minor matter which would settle itself, and 
that the new Western Railway Association 
must be successful.

Many Wall Street Men Offer Their Congrat- 
: ulations to the Firm. 

New York, Jan. 6.—([Special.]—Decker, 
Howell & Co., the big firm of brokers which 
failed for $12,000,000 on the day of the North 
River Bank crash, resumed business today, 
and its office at No. 44 Broadway was crowd- 
ed with Wall street men who came to offer 
their congratulations. Joseph S. Decker, the 
head of the firm, held quite a levee and made 
a short speech. He said the firm was paying 
100 cents on the dollar, with interest, to all its 
creditors. The firm, which was for years one 
of the best-known houses on the street, was 
chiefly identified with Henry Villard and the 
Villard securities. When the panic struck 
Wall street last November the firm was buried 
under the débris. A suspension was foreed 
upon them, and the assignee, William Nelson 
Cromwell, found himself confronted with a 
debt of over $12,000,000. Mr. Decker gives 
great credit to Mr. Cromwell for the masterly 
manner in which he has untangled the snarl 
and so adjusted affairs. 


MICHIGAN STATE BANKS, 


The Annual Report of the State Commis- 
sioner to the Legislature. 

Lansing, Mich., Jan. 6,—[Special.]—The 
annual report of the State Banking Commis- 
sioner shows that there are now 107 State 
banks in Michigan with total assets of $56,648,- 
415. This is an increase of $17,684,998 in two 
years. Ofthe above number sixty-seven are 
savings banks with deposits amounting to 
$27,779,136, distributed among 124,664 depos- 
itors. During the last year fifteen banks with 
an aggregate capital of $917,000 have 
been authorized by the Commissioner to 
commence business. The Commissioner 
commends the present Banking law 
in general, but suggests that it be 
amended so that time certificates of deposit 
shall be classed as savirigs deposits and de- 
mand certificates as commercial deposits, and 
also that banks witha capital of $15,000 be 
permitted to organize in gplaces the popula- 
tion of which does not exceed 1,000.

over fifteen. years ago, and, after having once 
disbanded, was reorganized in 1886, with the 
Rev. I. W. Corey as pastor.

The result was that the Disciplinary 
Committee preferred charges against four of 
them and the church excluded them from its 
membership. It then dropped from its roll 
the names of the remaining thirteen malcon- 
tents. Those who were excluded from the 
church were: Dr. and Mrs. A. A. Goodall, J. 
W. Johnson, and J. J. Hanchett.

CONFESSED THAT HE ROBBED HIMSELF. 


William Clarke of Sheboygan Admits the 
Untruthfulness of His Story.

Electric Light company, reported to the po- 
lice the evening ef Nov. 25 last that he had 
been robbed of $19,500 in cash on Wisconsin 
street. He claimed that he was on his way to 
the Lake Shore Depottotake the evening train 
forfSheboygan and when within half a block 
of the depot was held up by two men, one of 
whom threw a handful of sand or something 
else in his face, while the other grabbed his 
little valise containing $19,500 in cash, and 
with it the two disappeared down an alley.

ful one, though detectives were set to work. 
It was discovered that Mr. Clarke had that day 
drawn $23,000 in cash from the Sec- 
ond Ward Bank on_a mortgage executed 
in his Sheboygan Electric Light plant. 
and that he had paid out $3,500 
that afternoon, leaving him still $19,500, the 
amount which he claimed had been stolen 
from him. With these facts substantiated 
there of course was the ibility of the rob- 
bery, but not a clew tothe robbers could be 
found. The next day 8 — were such as 
to stilt further satisfy Chief Janssen that there 
had been no robbery, and he strongly inti- 
mated it. Fora month past robbery had 
been dropped from public discussion, but not 
by Chief Janssen and r Reimer, who 
conducted a quiet investigation, the result of 
which is an acknowledgment over Mr. Clarke’s 
own signature that the police ry was cor- 
rect. Mr. Clarke’s acknowl ent is as 
follows: 

SHEBOYGAN, Wis., Jan. 2, 1891.—Mr. Janssen, 
Chief of Police, Milwaukee—Dear Sir: I think 
it only just to teil you that you were correct in 
your theory in reference to my money. I was not 
robbed. I was pushed by creditors and I had to 
do something to protect myself. If I put that 
money in it would be lost in the end. I con- 


cluded to save it, and I have it now. It was my 
money and 1 could do as I wished with it. 


WILLIAM CLARKE. 
It is understood that the police located the 
money and what has become of it. Mrs. 
Clarke is said to haye been in Milwankee the 
day of the alleged robbery, although unbe- 
known to any one at the time excepting her 
husband. She returned home on an after- 
noon train, taking the money with her,and, to 
avoid all suspicion, according to prearran 
lans left the train at a station outside of She- 
ygan, reaching home by a roundabout way 
that night, while her husband made his com- 
plaint in Milwaukee.

Controller Onahan and some of the heads 
of departments were at great pains yester- 
day to deny the assertion first printed in an 
evening organ of the Administration that the 
estimates for city expenditures for the current 
year would aggregate $17,000,000. 

In making the denials they undertook to say 
that the departmental bosses had not yet be- 
gun on the estimates. This is untrue. The 
aforesaid bosses were instructed by the Con- 
troller about three weeks ago to begin on the 
estima They obeyed and the figures are 
nearly completed. The evening organ was 
not far out of the way when it put the aggre- 
gate at $17,000,000. : 

But the figures frightened the Controller. 
He sounded a note of warning, and the esti- 
mates will now be revised and cut down. It 
will not do for Cregier to ask for election 
with au appropriation in excess of the re- 
sources of the city. There are loud com- 
plaints even now at the increase of taxation.

CRAWFORD OVERRULED BY CREGIER 


County Prisoners Will Be Accepted at the 
Bridewell. 


Gen Smith, President of the County Board, 
and Mayor Cregier had a conference yesterday 
in relation to the contract for dieting county 
prisoners at the bridewell, which is just now in 
abeyance pending revision by the County At- 
torney, Superintendent Crawford having de- 
clared that no more prisoners would be re- 
ceived by him from the county until a con- 
tract agreeing to pay 30 cents a day for each 
prisoner-had n made, The Mayor said that 
pending the acceptance of the contract county 
prisoners would received as usual at the 
bridewell. 

A delegation representing the Trades and 
Labor Assembly and the Woman’s Alliance 
waited, or tried to wait, on the Mayor yester- 
day in the interest of open police board trials 
and child labor. When the Mayor came to 
his office and saw the delegation he backed 
out, and Mrs. Kavanaugh of the Woman's 
Alliance followed him into the street. The 
delegation @onsisted of James A. O'Connell, 
Frank Kidd, W. J. Forrest, Mrs. T. J. Mor- 
gan, and Mrs. Fannie Kavanaugh, the two 
women representing the Woman’s Alliance. 

The Mayor will be called on again, and if 
he again refuses to see the delegation it will 
take some action. The way in which the 
Burdick trial was conducted is viewed by the 
delegation as a farce. So far as child labor is 
concerned the delegation claimed that the big 
stores and factories were constantly violating 
the city and State laws on the subject.

AKN THE PRELIMINARY STEPS, 


New Morgue, Jail, and Detention Hospital 
—Public Service Committee Meeting. 

At the meeting of the Public Service Com- 
mittee of the County Board yesterday the vari- 
ous schemes for improving the different coun- 
ty buildings and the condition of county insti- 
tutions were called up for discussion by Com- 
missioner Allen, who proposed a series of res- 
olutions on the question, providing as follows: 

1. That $70,000 be set apart for four new cottages 
at the Insane Asylum. 

2. That $30,000 be set apart for conveying water 
to the Insane Asylum at Dunning. 

3. That $20,000 be appropriated for the erection 
of a Detention Hospital. . 

4. That $18,000 be appropriated for the erection 
of a morgue. 

5. That the architect be instructed to proceed at 
once to draw plans for the Insane Asylum cot- 


tages. 

Mr. Allen allowed his proposals to speak 
for themselves, Gen. Lieb said that it was 
not necessary to appropriate for the morgue, 
as it had been appropriated for. 

Commissioner Cooi did not think it was ad- 
visable or necessary to erect additional cot- 
tages at Dunning. He thought it far more 
desirable and necessary to provide additional 
room for the transaction of the county’s busi- 
ness in the County Building. Commissioner 
Green agreed with Mr. Cool. He thought the 
board ought to try to set apart $200,000 for an 
addition of two stories to the County Build- 
ing. The County Treasurer needed twice the 
space he now had for the proper accommoda- 
tion of his ¢lerks and the public. The court 
clerks are discommoded and the side entrances 
to the building had to be closed up to utilize 
space. There was a surplus in the County 
Treasury, which, with what could be appro- 
priated from the income of this year, ought to 
provide for the additional stories and such ad- 
ditional cottages at the Insane Asylum as 
would be needed. 

Different Suggestions. 

Commissioner Thomas called attention to 
the fact that if two stories were added the 
entire plumbing in the building would have to 
be torn out and rebuilt at a cost of $40,000, 
Commissioner Allen suggested that the ad- 
ditional offices be rented. This proposition 
was ridiculed. Commissioner Nelson insisted 
that four new — were required on the 
Insane Asylum grounds. 

Gen. Lieb was of opinion that $225,000 could 
be spared for building purposes this year. Of 
this $100,000 might be used for Court-House 
enlargement. Commissioner Cool wanted a 
modern jai] built. Commissioner Green fa- 
vored. placing the Insane Asylum under State 
care. 

Commissioner Cool offered as a substitute 
for Commissioner Allen’s proposals that the 
Chair appoint a committee of three to confer 
with the architect and have him prepare the 

lans for enlarging the present Court-House. 
Thus was adopted, and Cool, Thomas, and 
Stauber were appointed as the committee. 

President Smith next took up the question 
of extending the water main to Dunning and 
said that as the county would have to pay 
about ten miles of ffontage rates it would be 
expensive. Gen. Lieb added that the cost of 
reservoirs and pumps at the county institu- 
tion at Dunning should also be taken into ac- 
count. > 

The matter was dropped and the Detention 
Hospital business was taken up, and on mo- 
tion of Commissioner Green it was decided to 
instruct the architect to draw plans for a $20,- 
000 structure. Gen. Lieb said the ae 
with a proper court-room would cost $50, 
Gen. Lieb t ht on the cont a suitable 
building could be erected for $10,000.

MONEY FOR THE HEATHEN HUNG UP, 


Missionary Funds Involved in the Kean 
Fatiure—Petition for Their Return. 

The ramifications of S. A. Kean’s banking 
system extended into Africa and yesterday a pe- 
tition was presented to Judge Scales on behalf | 
of Bishop William Taylor, Methodist Bishop 
of Africa, for the return of over $11,000 the 
Bishop deposited with S. A. Kean as a mis- 
sionary fund to be used in extending the light 
of Christianity into Darkest Africa.“ | 

The petitioner is Ross Taylor of Evanston. 
He represents that the Bish®p some years ago 
decided to devote his life to missionary work 
in West Africa, and in pursuance of this de 
sign he went to the Dark Continent and now 
the result of his labors is shown in thirty-five 
missionary stations he bas established. 
To help them up, however, large’ sums were 
needed, and accordingly rsome corre- 
spondence Bishop Taylor sent out the follow- 
ing circular appointing S. A. Kean treas- 
urer to receive subscriptions: 

One hundred cents on the dollar for Africa 
alone. To establish and develop self-supporting 
missions and industries among the natives of the 
Dark Continent. 

I hereby appoint 8. A. Kean of S. A. Kean & 
Co., bankers, of Chicago and New York, my 
treasurer for money donated for the above pur- 
pose by friends and patrons in America of my 
African missions. We purpose, under the leading 
of the Huly Spirit, to carry forward this work on 
an enlarged scale, and ex the cheerful co- 
operation of all friends of these needy peov!e.

Following this circular the Bishop himself 
came to America and started on a tour 
through the States soliciting subscriptions, and 
the result was that near the end of 1890 he had 
td his credit with Mr. $11,782.85. Nov. 
26, about three weeks before the failure, he 
wrote Mr. Kean to forward to Fowler Bros, at 
Liverpool the sum of £600. his amount 
was sent by draft, but it is a question whether 
it was honored, as the failure occurred while 
the draft was in transit. If it was honored 
Mr. Kean, as trustee, held $8,878.85 as Treas- 
urer of the missionary society. The sum, it is 
claimed, should be held to be only a trust 
fund, and not added to the asseta for — 
distribution, as it was not given as a deposit, 
but simply to hold in trust. 

The petitioner represents that by reason of 
the tying up of this vast sum the missionaries 
engaged to go to Africa cannot go because of 
the lack of means. It is also alleged that 
upon the strength of the deposit the Bishop 
bought goods in New York to the amount of 
$4,000 on credit and that creditors are clamor- 
ing for their pay and threaten all sorts of 
dire things unless they are satisfied. 

Attorney John W. Byam presented the peti- 
tion and he urged an immediate settlement of 
the question. The court entered an order re- 
quiring the assignee to answer the petition by 
next Saturday. eH 

Mr. Byam said to a reporter that Bishop 
Taylor was now undoubtedly on the ocean on 
his way from London to Africa, all uncon- 
scious of his predicament, as a cablegram 
sent to him had been unanswered. l 

The chances for Bishop Taylor getting his 
money back are slim, accord to one of the 
attorneys for the assignee. Kean held the 
money as a trust fund, itis true, but he de- 

ited it with his own bank, it is said, as any 
epositor would 22 accerdingly it cannot 
but be added to ie ehh ath 

There was a meeting at Kean’s bank yester- 
day, attended by Levy Mayer, Jesse A. Bald- 
win, Morris & Gange, William P. Fennell, and 
the two assignees, Jacobs andShaw. Although 
Mr. Mayer refused to talk on the subject it 
was learned that the bunker's friends have ac- 
ceded to Mr. Mayer’s terms and will pay 50 
cents on the dollar. Of this, 86 cents will be 
paid at once and the remaining 15 cents in a 
short time. Mr. Mayer repeatedly said 
that he would recomm an acceptance on 
the part of the ereditors of u,ji/ a proposition. 
If the plan is carried out rp ings 
in court will not be had. 

In preparing for the argument set for Fri- 
day on the matter of returning deposits re- 
ceived within thirty days prior to the assign- 
ment Mr. Mayer has struck some interesti 
statutes, similar to the Illinois law, whic 
have been sustained in New York and 
Missouri. The courts hold, it is claimed, that 
it is the duty of a banker to know what his 
condition is as to solvency, and that he com- 
mits a crime if he receives money that he does 
not know he will be able to repay. Nor can 
he rely upon the mere promises of ofhers for 
his ability to pay depositors. 

Mr. Baldwin, attorney for the assignee, 
yesterday answered several petitions of thirty- 
day depositors. Where checks were presen 
for collection the attorney denied that they 
had been presented, as alleged, simply for 
collection and the money to be held in trust, 
but held that they were presentea for collec- 
tion, the proceeds to be deposited to the credit 
of the depositor, and that therefore these sums 
cotld not be held separate and apart as trust 
funds. Ineach case, also, the denial is made 
that the insolvent knew of his insolvency even 
up to the date of the assignment. The peti- 
tions of thirty-day depositors, which have 
fallen off lately, began to roll in as usual yes- 
terday.

Judge Horton sustained a plea filed to her bill 
by Attorney David B: Lyman and gave Mrs. Green 
fifteen days to reply to the plea, which will put 
the case at issue for final adjudication. This 
second bill to redeem set forth the same allega- 
tions as those contained in the first one except 
that Mrs. Green had made a tender. The plea 
set up that the Supreme Court had already de- 
cided that Mrs. Green was not entitled to redeem 
and in so doing had affirmed Judge Horton's pre- 
vious decision and therefore Ju Horton could 
not again pass upon the same subject matter.

MUST AMEND ITS RULES, 


WHY THE SENATE CANNOT TRANSACT 
IMPORTANT BUSINESS. 


Senator Frye’s Proposed Change Giving 
Notice of a Vote After Two Weeks’ De- 
bate—Strange Conduct of Republican 
Senators on the Election Bill—Combat- 
ing Some of the Wild Theories of the 
Day—The Development of Mining in 
Alaska~—Other Washington Gossip. 


Wasuincton, D. C., Jan. 6.—[Special.]— 
Senator Frye is ons of the most positive char- 
acters in the Senate. He believes in follow- 
ing his duty rigidly and has no patience with 
the politicians who defer to temporary popu- 
lar clamor. He said this afternoon the Sen- 
ate would have to amend its rules soon if it 
ever expected to be able to transact any im- 
portant business. Whether the amendment 
was carried this session or the next it was a 
change that must come. The amendment 
proposed is so moderate that only an 
extreme partisan could think of calling 
it unfair. It provides that after two 
weeks of debate notice shall be given 
that a vote is to be taken and after that each 
Senator will have the privilege of speaking 
half an hour. The Senator asks where would 
such a rule cut short debates? More than this, 
the courtesy which exists in the Senate would 
forbid any arbitary use of even such a change 
in the rules. Such an amendment would af. 
ford a means of arriving at a result, while at 
the present time the minority has it absolutely 
in its power to prevent the passage of any 
legislation. The Senator said this amend- 
ment to the rules should have been carried 
early in the last session. Then the Tariff bill 
could have been passed early enough to enable 
its frienas to make the necessary 
explanations to the country. Pending 
financial legislation also could have 
been gotten rid of during the last session. The 
Senator says the action of Republican Sen- 
ators who voted to lay aside the Election 
bill is difficult of explanation upon any 
grounds of party loyalty. For instance, four 
of them were pledged in writing to take up 
and push the Election bill, and if they had de- 
cided to make a change they should have 
waited till their associates went into caucus 
in order to give them a fair warning. Mr. 
Frye said the Election bill is not ended in the 
Senate, but will come up * when the 
Financial bill is disposed of. e believes the 
outcome of the present financial discussion 
will be the passage by the Senate of a free 
coinage bill. 

Time for Plain Talk. : 

Mr. Frye says it is time for men in public 
places to stand up against the wild theories 
of the day. The Subtreasury schemes are 
similar to the Greenback theories of the past. 

captured the fancy of the people suf- 
fering from financial embarrassment several 
years ago, but the greenback theory fell when 
it was properly opposed and explained. Some 
of the Alliances in his own State had recently 
adopted resolutions declaring that the United 
States had — ago — the bondholders be- 
cause they bought bonds below par and 
received gold interest upon the face lon 
enough to practically pay back their origin 
investment. They therefore declared them- 
selves solemnly in favor of wiping out the 
bonded debt by a bold act of repudiation The 
Senator says when we can have such a resolu- 
tion as that passed in the State of Maine it is 
time to have some one come to the front to 
oppose such theories and explain exactly what 
would be the result of such action. 

Alaska’s Great Riches. 

One of the great arguments in favor of giv- 
ing Alaska a form of Territorial Government 
is on account of its rapidly developing riches. 
It is said the mines alone entitle it to consid- 
eration. Gold mining in Alaska is developing 
rapidly, but until there are better communi- 
cations established through exploration and 
settlement of the interior mining will have to 
be confined tu the coast. The value of mines 
depends to a great extent upon the general 
development of the country where they are 
situated. In California many mines are being 
worked upon margins so narrow that only a 
few years ago they were considered worthless. 
The ore of one mine now being worked in that 
State will not clear over 90 cents of silver a ton. 
Under ppm | circumstances the cost of pro- 
duction would be more tha this. But with 
the reduction of the cost of living, of labor 
the increase of labor-saving machinery, and 
the facilities given for transportation the ore 
is reduced to an average price of 30 cents a 
ton, leaving a handsome margin of protit. 
Capt. Carroll, who is in Washington seeking 
to be admitted to Congress as a delegate from 
Alaska, is one of the successful miners of his 
newly-developed country. He has been a 
speculator in lands in Washington and in 
mines in Alaska. One of his most successful 
ventures was the sale of a gold mine in Alaska 
to an English syndicate for a million of dol- 
lars, $750,000 of which was paid down in actual 
cash. The English through Canadian in- 
formation have become excited about the 
mini prospects in Alaska and the possible 
riches of this Territory. 


His Offer Is Safe. 


a Carroll is one of the pioneers of the 
development of his Territory and according 
to all reports has made a large fortune as a 
result of his speculations in Washi n and 
Alaska. He has made for himself a good deal 
of notoriety by offering $14,000,000 for the 
outright purchase of Alaska Territory. He 
says with magnificent emphasis that this is a 
cash offer, but at the same time the magnifi- 
cence of the offer is a shade dimmed by a con- 
sideration of the fact that under no considera- 
tion would the Government consider any of- 
fer for the purchase of this Territory. The 
Captain is indignant over the course of 
the Canadians and the English in the matter of 
the seal fisheries. He hopes to see a 
most vigorous policy carried on by our Gov- 
ernment. He says the seal all have their holes 
on the islands or shores of the Territory, 
They swim out sometimes to the sea and are 
no more justifiable subjects for capture than 
would be the domestic animals of a private 
individual which by chance should stray out- 
side the lines of the owner’s inclosure. He 
says if necessary in the event of trouble he 
would be glad to fit out a privateer and make 
it pleasant for British merchantmen. He 
does not fear a war with Great Britain, and 
thinks in the event of a struggle we could do 
them quite as much damage by capturing 
Canada as they could in attacking our ports.

OUR DEFENSELESS NORTHERN FRONTIER’ 


Where Would We Be in Case of a War with 
Canada? 

„Our Northern Frontier is thie subject of 

a striking and suggestive article in the Novem- 
ber Journal of the Military Servite Institution. 
The author, Lieut. A. D. Schenck, has no diffi- 
culty in showing our utterly defenseless con- 
dition in case of a war with Canada, and the 
immense advantages which our opponent 
would have over us in nearly every respect. 
By the treaty of 1817 we can maintain on 
the great lakes only four vessels, “not 
exceeding 100 tons burden, and armed 
with one 18-pounder cannon,” one each on 
Lakes Ontario and Champlain, and two on the 
upper lakes. Our only present waterway to 
these upper lakes is the Erie Canal, through 
which boats 100 feet long and 225 tons burden 
can * while the Canadian canals permit 
vessels of 1,500 tons to reach the head of Lake 
Superior. Our navy would, of course, at the 
outset be unavailable, while in the English 
navy there are 111 vessels, three of them ar- 
ee which * a — ight — the declara- 
ion of war could take isputed possession of 

Lakes Ontario and Erie. And when the great 
canal system of the Ottawa and French Rivers 
is completed the vessels can enter Lake Huron 
with equal ease. It is hardly necessary to 
add that this possession of the lakes means the 
absolute command of the cities on the shores 
whatever the land forces gathered to defend 
them. The author puts the value of destructi- 
ble property within the reach of a hostile fleet 
at $1,000,000,000, which does not seem an ex- 
travagant estimate. The Canadian militia, 
which includes all men capable of bearing 
arms between the of 18 and 60, 
number 830,000, or nearly 300,000 in the first 
class or line. These men would have the ines- 
timable advantage over our militia in that 
their officers would be mainly taken from the 
14,000 trained officers of the English regular 
army, and for their armament there are now 
in England “ not less than 600,000 stand of ap- 
proved arms “in store or packed ready for 
shipment to any part of the world,’ Within 
ten days from the date of notification, there- 
fore, the arms and ammunition would be at 
Toronto, London, or the Welland Canal for 
distribution to the troops in place of the Sny- 
der rifles.”” Coasiderimg the fact that we are 
doing absolutely nothing for the defense of this 
northern frontier, either in building or gar- 
risoning our forts, or in constructing or en- 
1 our canals, and, considering our gen- 
erally unprepared condition in case of war 
and the thorough preparation of our neighbor, 
backed by the army and navy of Great Britain, 
the author does not put the case too strongly 
in asserting that “this country is bound over 
hand and foot and under heavy bonds to keep 
the peace of nations, even with a neighbor ap- 
pasently 90 insignificant as the Dominion of

Concentration of War Vessels in the Pacific 
—Naval Orders Arouse Comment. 
Annapo.is, Md., Jan. 4.—[New York Times 
Special.|—Comment 1s aroused among navy 
officers over the series of orders emanating 
from the Navy Department within the last 
few weeks, directing the commissioning of 
war ships at San Francisco and the ordering 
of various other cruisers to Pacific waters. 
Under the present orders no less than eleven 
war ships and five revenue cutters wild oon be 
in commission in the Pacific and ready for 
duty. If in addition the rumored chartering 
and arming of seven steamers for revenue-cut- 
ter duty in Behring Sea 1 correct, the 
United States naval force number twenty- 
three ships, against the five British gunboats 
and one armored vessei at present protecting 
Great Britain’s interests in the North Pacific. 
It is now asserted that the Yantic will be sent 
from New York to the Pacific. This will in- 
crease the above force by still another vessel. 
The orders sent out from the Navy Depart- 
ment during the last few weeks have included 
the immediate fitting out of the San Francis- 
co, the transportation from New York by rail 
of 150 men for the San Francisco, the com-

Sioux City Journal, Jan. 1: When the new- 
ly formed State of Iowa was admitted into the 
Union in 1846 the Indians were banded to- 
gether to resist the survey of our State beyond 
the Des Moines River. A surveying party, sent 
out by Gen. Booth of Dubuque, who had been 
Surveyor-General of the Territory of 
but now of the State, was attacked by the In- 
dians on the Little Lizard, a few miles north- 
west of Fort Dodge, during the summer of 
1847. For a long time the work of surveying © 
any lands west of this point was delayed. The 
title to all the country west of the Des Moines 
River remained vested in the Indians until 
1853,.when it was formally extinguished by act 
of Congress under treaties made with the dif- 
ferent tribes. 

At the time the Indian title was extinguished 
there were no railroads in our State and the 
setttlement was confined to the country ac- 
cessible to the Mississippi River, or scattered 
in small settlements up and down the Wapsi- 
pinicon Cedar, and the Des Moines Riv- 
ers. Various schemes were set afloat far nav- 
igating the Des Moines River as far north as 
Fort Doage, and a land grant was made by 
Congress to aid a scheme of this sort, but this
